General  Comments 


The  applicant  proposes  to  establish  and  license  a ID  acre  motor  vehicle  wrecking 
facility  approximately  one  mile  west  of  East  Helena  (see  enclosed  map  and  diagram). 
The  Montana  Motor  Vehicle  Recycling  and  Disposal  Act  and  Rules  require  all  wrecking 
facilities  to  be  screened  from  public  view  so  that  any  junk  vehicles  stored  at  a facility 
are  not  visible  from  any  point  six  feet  above  the  centerline  of  a public  road.  Screening 
must  be  constructed  before  licensing  and  operation  of  the  facility. 


Potential  Impact  on  Physical  Environment 


1.  Water  quality,  quantity,  and  distribution 

The  north  boundary  of  the  facility  lies  approximately  4Q0-500  feet  south  from 
Prickley  Pear  Creek  and  its  designated  100  year  floodplain.  If  the  facility  is  flooded, 
waste  motor  fluids  from  the  facility  could  contaminate  the  Creek.  Likewise,  surface 
runoff  draining  from  the  facility  site  could  contaminate  the  Creek  with  waste  motor 
fluids. 

The  storage  site  has  a low  area  that  fills  with  surface  runoff  from  adjoining  lands, 
and  the  runoff  drains  into  Prickley  Pear  Creek.  The  landowner  is  currently  negotiating 
with  the  Department  of  Highways  to  construct  a culvert  that  would  divert  surface 
runoff  from  the  storage  yard.  If  this  culvert  is  not  constructed,  the  applicant  plans  to 
divert  surface  runoff  with  PVC  pipes.  Either  measure  should  prevent  drainage  of  waste 
motor  fluids  from  the  facility  into  Prickley  Pear  Creek.  The  facility  cannot  be  licensed 
until  surface  runoff  is  diverted  from  it. 

Montana  law  prohibits  the  disposal  of  liquid  or  solid  wastes  in  an  area  where  they 
are  likely  to  cause  pollution  or  create  a public  nuisance.  Violation  of  water  pollution 
laws  are  enforceable  by  the  Montana  Water  Quality  Act. 

3.  Geology  & soil  quality,  stability,  and  moisture 

4.  Vegetation  cover,  quantity  and  quality 

Leveling  of  the  proposed  site  and  storage  and  transportation  of  vehicles  at  the  site 
will  disrupt  the  existing  soil  quality  and  vegetation  cover  (mainly  weeds).  The  disrup- 
tion should  not  be  significant. 

5.  Aesthetics 

The  applicant  plans  to  shield  the  facility  from  public  view  with  an  attractive 
wooden  fence  at  least  8*  in  height.  Shielding  regulations  require  7 1/2"  of  board  for 
every  1 1/2"  of  gap.  The  initial  facility  will  be  four  acres  in  size;  the  applicant  plans  to 
expand  to  10  acres  as  time  and  money  allow.  Public  roads  from  which  the  facility  must 
be  screened  are:  Wylie  Drive  to  the  north,  east,  and  south;  and  Highway  12  to  the  south 
and  west.  The  topographical  difference  between  Highway  12  and  the  site  of  the 
proposed  facility  may  necessitate  a south  and  west  fence  higher  than  eight  feet.  The 
applicant  may  augment  screening  by  planting  trees  and  shrubs  along  the  fence  perimeter. 


If  screened  and  operated  in  compliance  with  state  law,  the  aesthetic  impact  from 
this  facility,  if  any,  will  be  minor.

The  successful  operation  of  this  vehicle  salvage  business  should  have  a minor 
positive  impact  on  the  above  criteria.  Additional  income  and  employment  should  at 
least  result  for  the  applicant.  The  salvage  business  may  also  provide  additional  income 
for  secondary  businesses  such  as  auto  part  stores,  body  and  repair  shops,  transportation, 
and  advertising  and  communication  networks. 

4.  Agricultural  and  industrial  production 
1 1 . Industrial  and  commercial  activity 

Establishing  this  facility  will  change  the  land  use  from  an  agricultural  one 
(marginal  grazing)  to  an  industrial  one.  It  may  spur  similar  industrial  development  in 
the  adjacent  unzoned  areas,  although  no  such  development  is  currently  planned. 

9.  Distribution  and  density  of  population  and  housing 

Wrecking  facilities,  particularly  unscreened  ones,  are  generally  viewed  as  eyesores 
and  considered  detrimental  to  property  values.  Establishing  a wrecking  facility  may 
adversely  impact  the  sale  of  adjacent  land  parcels  for  residential  development.  No 
development  is  currently  planned  for  the  adjoining  unzoned  land;  therefore,  how  much 
this  facility  will  discourage  nearby  residential  development  is  difficult  to  predict.  This 
impact  will  be  mitigated  by  the  construction  of  an  attractive  wooden  fence  around  the 
facility  (see  also  #4). 

10.  Demands  for  governmental  services 

Periodic  inspections  will  be  required  of  state  and  local  junk  vehicle  program 
officials  to  assure  the  facility  is  maintained  and  operated  in  compliance  with  the 
Montana  Motor  Vehicle  Recycling  and  Disposal  Act  and  Rules.  The  facility  may 
necessitate  a minor  increase  in  local  government  services  such  as  law  enforcement, 
solid  waste  disposal,  road  maintenance,  and  utility  and  construction  permit  processing. 

13.  Locally  adopted  environmental  plans  and  goals 

The  Lewis  and  Clark  County  Planning  Department  has  certified  on  the  license 
application  that  local  zoning  ordinances  do  not  prohibit  the  establishment  of  a motor 
vehicle  wrecking  facility  at  this  location. 

14.  Transportation  networks  and  traffic  flows 

Access  to  the  proposed  facility  is  limited  to  an  uncontrolled  turnoff  on  Wylie 
Drive.  Establishing  this  facility  will  add  to  a already  moderate  traffic  flow  on  this 
major  route  between  Helena  and  the  Helena  Valley.  Additional  traffic  may  increase  the 
traffic  hazards  at  the  turnoff,  particularly  during  morning  and  evening  rush  hours.  Any 
increase  in  traffic  and  traffic  hazards  is  expected  to  be  minor.
